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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 1 and 2 are pending and claim 3 is canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Stanley et al. (2,940,880). 

In regards to claim 2, Stanley et al. ('880) disclose a steel that would be 
converted to a completely austenitic state (col. 1, lines 62-65 and col. 3, line 58 - col. 4, 
line 2), which anticipates the claimed steel product having a complete austenitic 
structure. In this instance, the claimed process limitation "fornied by adding nitrogen 
through contact with an inert gas containing nitrogen, to a bulk product of ferritic 
stainless steel made by melting, forming and machining into a desired shape" 
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reasonably appears to be either identical with or only slightly different than the product 
of the instantly claimed product-by-process claim. Therefore, a rejection based 
alternatively on either section 102 or section 103 is proper. MPEP 21 13. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Koike et 
al. (US 4.374,683) in view of Stanley et al. (2,940,880). 

In regards to claim 1 , Koike et al. C683) disclose a ferritic stainless steel product 
for automobiles that would be made by melting, forming, and rolling (machining) (col. 1, 
lines 32-43 and Example I). Koike et al. ('683) further disclose the desirability of the 
corrosion resistance associated with an austenitic steel structure. However, Koike et al. 
('683) do not specify austenitizing the ferritic stainless steel. 

Stanley et al. ('880) disclose a method for austenitizing ferritic stainless steel 
utilizing a nitrogen atmosphere in the presence of argon and helium (inert gases) at 
temperatures above 2000T (1093T) (col. 3. line 58 - col, 4, line 13). An austenitic 
structure would be more corrosion resistant than that of a ferritic structure (col. 1, lines 
18-29). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
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time the invention was made to apply the ferritic stainless steel, as disclosed by Koike et 
al. (*683), to the method of austenitizing ferritic stainless steel, as disclosed by Stanley 
et al. ('880), in order to improve the corrosion resistance, as disclosed by Stanley et al. 
('880) (col. 1, lines 18-29 and col. 3, line 58 - col. 4, line 13).
